Another Round-Table 


A copy of proceedings of the second 
round-table discussion sponsored by The 
Jockey Club came to our desk this week. 
This one was held August 22 at Saratoga, 
about a year after the Club’s first such 
experiment in open discussion. 

Several of the same men who  partici- 
pated in last year’s meeting also attended 
this year’s: Alex Bower, Luke O’Brien. 
Hirsch Jacobs. Ogden Phipps. Robert F. 
Kelley. and Mershail Cassidy. Others 
present were Howard Reineman, Eddie 
Arcaro. Hedley Woodhouse. Francis P. 
Dunne. Frank Kilroe, Irving Gushen. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Spencer Drayton. 
Edward Kilroe, Alex Robb, W. C. Win- 
frey, Bob Horwood, Bill Lauder Jr.. Pat 
Lynch. Dr. J. G. Catlett, Carleton Burke. 
Calvin Rainey. and Dr. Jordan Woodcock. 

The round-table considered 27 topics. 
ranging from the training of blacksmiths 
to the number of persons permitted to 
enter a winner’s circle. A few of the 
questions were treated in a round-table 
conducted last spring by the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, which THE BLoop- 
Horse has been reprinting whenever space 
was available. Sections of the Saratoga 
discussion will be reproduced later. 


Less Medicine, More Class 


Nearly 2 years ago Col. Floyd C. Sager. 
resident veterinarian at A. B. Hancock’s 
big Claiborne Farm at Paris. Ky., lost an 
argument. When Arthur Hancock Jr. gave 
him instructions to discontinue the low- 
level routine of feeding phenothiazine to 
all the horses at Claiborne, Colonel Sager 
put up the best argument he could, and 
he had seen enough post-mortems to make 
the argument forceful, 

Hancock was unmoved by what he 
recognized as a good presentation of the 
case. The horses from Claiborne weren't 
running as well as he thought they ought 
to be running. Since he failed to find other 
reasons for the poor peformance he decided 
to put the blame on low-level phenothia- 
zine. 

The low-level routine—3 weeks with 
phenothiazine in the feed, the rest of the 
month without it—was discontinued as of 
March 1, 1953. In its place was substituted 
asystem of therapeutic doses. administered 
wtih a stomach tube. at intervals of about 
6 weeks, 

In a very short while Hancock pointed 
outa bit of evidence in support of his 
decision. “It used to be.” he told the vet- 
erinarian, “that when we turned the year- 
lings out in the mornings they'd gallop off 
about 50 yards, then put their heads down 
and go to grazing. There wasn’t much life 


in them. Now theyll make several turns | 
of the field before they settle down.” 

Sager had to admit that there had been 
a change. that the horses were livelier and 
looked brighter. “They were out there in 
the rain today.” he said one day last week. 
“playing like a bunch of children.” 

The veterinarian, seeking to fortify his 
position, wrote to Ralph Kercheval, man- 


ager of Alfred) Vanderbilt’s Sagamore 


Farm. which had been turning out good | 


horses in numbers larger than normal. 
Kercheval reported that Sagamore had 
not followed the low-level practice. 

The racing of 1954 has turned out in 
such a way that Colonel Sager may never 
have a chance to convince the boss. In its 
40-year history under the direction of the 
Haneseks. Claiborne Farm—including its 
boarders—has never been represented by 
so brilliant a group of 2-year-olds, though 
it has had many years of high success. The 
season’s best fillies. Delta and High Volt- 
age. were raised there. The best colts, 
Nashua and Summer Tan, along with Blue 
Ruler and Flying Fury, also came from 
Claiborne after it had discontinued low- 
level feeding. 

One possible bit of evidence on the 
other side was the fact that Summer Tan, 
2 days after his Garden State Stakes 
victory. became very sick, and the diag- 
nosis was an aneurysm, at a point where 
aneurysms ordinarily are caused by a 
heavy infestation of worms. Summer Tan’s 
case is not necessarily traceable to Clai- 
borne’s new policy, of course; it may be 
cnly an alarming coincidence. 

“Tl have to take my chances,” said 
Hancock. “If they can run, that’s the 
main thing.” 

Many other big farms still are taking 
their chances with low-level phenothiazine. 
There is no solid reason as yet that they 
should consider any change; there are 
factors other than phenothiazine to be 
accounted for at Claiborne—fertilizer and 
*Nasrullah. for instance. The question, 
however. has been raised, somewhat 
dramatically for anything as lacking in 
dramatics as bloodworms.

TWO-YEAR-OLD (1951) Sub Fleet won his first start in a maiden 
race at Arlington Park and won by six lengths—and he won his last 
start of the year, the one-mile Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes by two 
lengths on a muddy track. Sub Fleet also won at Keeneland at 
1:11% (%s slower than track record time). On the Experimental 
Handicap he was assigned 116 lbs. 


THREE-YEAR-OLD (1952) He started the year in an allowance race 
at Keeneland, and came from behind to catch Oh Leo and hold off 
Happy Go Lucky to win. In the Kentucky Derby Sub Fleet ran a 
race which would have won all but a few Derbys. An early lead by 
Hill Gail of five lengths in the stretch held off the late charge by 
Sub Fleet. The time was 2:01%. In the Classic Sub Fleet finished 
third, he got a second in the American Derby, but won the Sheridan 
Handicap in brilliantly fast time. Carrying highweight of 123 lbs., 
Sub Fleet won in 1:34, a fifth of a second off the track record set by 
3-year-old Bernwood under 116 lbs. 


FOUR-YEAR-OLD (1953) Sub Fleet broke the 1% mile Hawthorne 
track record when he won the Hawthorne Gold Cup in 2:00%— 
four-fifths of a second under the previous mark. He won by three 
lengths, carrying 115 lbs. and giving weight to the second and third 
horses. Earlier, in the Equipoise Mile, Ruhe in receipt of three 
pounds, won by a head from Sub Fleet, with Hill Gail third. Sub 
Fleet won the l-mile Cochise Handicap from a good field and then 
got another second, in the Arlington Handicap, to Oil Capitol over 
a heavy track. Smoke Screen, getting 6 lbs. won by a head in the 
Charles W. Bidwell H. at 1% miles. On The Blood-Horse Handicap 
for Four-Year-Olds, Sub Fleet was weighted at 118 lbs., even with 
Oil Capitol. 

FIVE-YEAR-OLD (1954) Little raced, Sub Fleet won an allowance 
at Washington Park at 1 mile in 1:3624. Earlier he had run second 


in a 7-furlong handicap at Arlington Park to Smackover with Brush 
Burn, Royal Mustang in the beaten field. 
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‘Tarjoman Valued at $192,000 


For California Syndication 


Los ANGELES 

Since last August the name of Miss 
Eleonora R. Sears, of Massachusetts and 
California, has been prominent in the 
Thoroughbred news because of a number 
of spectacular purchases at Saratoga. 
Keeneland. and abroad. Now, approximate- 
ly $700,000 later, the 72-year-old sports- 
woman is continuing to make news. 

Miss Sears has decided to syndicate 
*Tarjoman, a 3-year-old brother to Tulyar, 
and Dr. Frank Porter Miller could not well 
conceal his satisfaction when he called to 
say that the horse would stand in Cali- 
fornia. 

Miss Sears will retain 16 shares in *Tar- 
joman, and another 16 shares will be sold 
at $6.000 a share. Dr. Miller, president of 
the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, already has purchased 2 of 
the shares. 

“We do not know yet,” Dr. Miller said. 
“where *Tarjoman will stand. We thought 
that might be a matter for the stockholders 
to decide by vote. But I do know that 
the addition of *Tarjoman to the stallion 
roster in California, plus the quality of 
the mares Miss Sears has been buying, 
are the finest things that have happened to 
Thoroughbred breeding in this State since 
the days that Louis B. Mayer was active.” 

At the recent Keeneland sales Miss Sears 
purchased *Usumbura, by Umidwar— 
Queen of Scots. for $83.000. and *Rivaz, a 
sister to *Nasrullah, for $63.000. 

She is reported to have paid $190,000 
for *Tarjoman. which is by Tehran out 
of the Nearco mare Neocracy. His brother 
Tulyar was the outstanding 3-year-old of 
1952 in England and after his retirement 
as the greatest money-winner abroad was 
sold by the Aga Khan to the Irish Na- 
tional Stud for $750,000. 

At Saratoga Miss Sears paid the top 
price of $75,000 for a half-brother to 
Tulyar and *Tarjoman. This yearling is by 
Tudor Minstrel, and all who have seen 
him claim that he is something to look at. 
In a few months she has gathered together 
the nucleus of a powerful racing stable. 
and the prospects of some wonderful

producers. Fourteen of her young horses 
have’ just arrived at Santa Anita Park to 
begin their lessons for the winter racing 
season that will be getting under way soon. 

The manager of Miss Sears’ Thorough- 
bred interests, as you may know. is Maj. 
Hartmann Pauly, formerly of Hungary. 
who at one time owned some of the finest 
horses in Europe. Major Pauly has been a 
horseman all his life. and at 59 was still 
good enough to make the Olympic games 
team. When the Nazis overran Hungary 
Major Pauly lost his horses to the invaders. 
After the war some of them reportedly 
were sent to this country, and there is now 
before Congress a bill to pay Major Pauly 
restitution. 

(Editor’s note. *Tarjoman finished once 
third. 5 times unplaced in 6 starts at 2. In 
the first of 2 starts this year at 3 he was 
second to Rashleigh in the King Edward 
VII Stakes.) 


MEN WITH A PROBLEM. A few weeks 
ago the California Horse Racing Board 
appointed a committee composed 
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Wendell Cassidy, Claude A. Buchanan, 
and Chester Jones, to delve into the prob- 
lem of “qualifying,” and find out what, if 
anything. could be done about it. It was 
one of the reactions from the Andy Crevo- 
lin episode. The 3 stewards have not been 
idle. They have scheduled a forum with 
northern California officials on the morn- 
ing of November 15 at Golden Gate Fields 
and plan other forums later with owners, 
trainers, breeders, and writers. They hope 
to get expressions from everyone in racing, 
and then will make their recommendations 
to the board. 

Cassidy, one of the ablest and most 
progressive officials in California, thinks 
that the committee might accomplish a 
couple of things. One may be to tighten the 
rules for first-time starters. or 
that have not been out in some time. and 
the other may be to improve the “star” 
system.

As you know, many trainers enter a 
horse to get a “star.” figuring they may 
need it later to get into a race when the 
horse is actually ready to run. Obviously 
the system is far from perfect, and Cassidy 
believes the committee might come up with 
something better. 

If the committee ever gets around to me, 
I can only say that I find no fault with the 
“qualifying” rule as it is now. Very, very 
few first-time starters are going to run as 
well as horses that have been racing 
steadily for months, and a dozen rules will 
never give them the experience they can 
get only from competition.

Fisherman ‘Takes the International

It started raining in the Washington- 
Baltimore area in the early morning 
hours of the day before the International, 
and by 7 o'clock the mud was ankle-deep 
around the off-limits International barn 
and along the rough path leading from 
the barn to the racing strip. About 8 
o'clock Landau, King of the Tudors, and 
Northern Gleam ventured into the rain, 
worked a quick 5 furlongs, then were 
hustled back to shelter, where Banas=a 
and Norman, under blankets. were 
stretching their legs. 


As W. Rae Johnstone, a strong-looking. 
black-haired 48-year-old veteran, came off 
the track on Northern Gleam, several 
drenched shadows called to ask how the 
filly had gone. Johnstone merely held 
up one red hand, indicating he had had 
a task holding her in. Later he said the 
track was getting very soft and, in parts. 
was deep. But Northern Gleam would be 
able to handle a soft track; in fact. she 
often seemed to like it best. Then he 
rushed off to take a look at Landau, which 
was being petted and fussed over by ad- 
mirers and grooms. 


Shortly thereafter Sylvester Veitch 
slogged into the barn and joined a small 
band of newspapermen who were trying 
to keep warm while watching the horses 
being walked around. Someone asked 
him how “things” were. Veitch shook the 
water from the top of his hat, and allowed 
it was a terrible day. 


Having just arrived at Laurel with Fish- 
erman, which was in the race at the last 
minute because King Ranch’s High Gun 
had been racked up by a knotted muscle 
in his hind quarters, Veitch asked the 
group to identify the horses which were 
being walked around. 


The black colt was Landau. which 
Veitch decided looked the handsomest of 
the lot. The mottled chestnut. a_ big, 
rough-looking colt, was King of the Tu- 
dors. The 2 fillies were Northern Gleam 
and Banassa, both a little larger than 
Landau. which Veitch guessed stood about 
15:3. Brush Burn, the second American 
entry, hadn’t come out. 


“How's your colt going to like this wet 
grass?” someone asked the Whitney 
trainer. 


“A soft track won’t bother him, he’s a 
very good mud horse.” Veitch said. “But 
I do wish I'd been able to work him out 
on the grass at Belmont before coming 
here. I’m lucky though that I got a 
mile in 1:41 out of him on Monday.” 

Veitch wouldn't give Fisherman much 
of a workout this day, just a slow gallop 
around the turf to let him get the feel of 
it. When one came right down to it, 
Veitch didn’t see much chance for Fish- 
erman in the International, his first race 
on the grass. 


It rained or threatened rain the rest of 
the day, but early the next morning a 
brisk wind blew the clouds away and the 
sun came out. By noon it was quite cold, 


and the wind was blowing in rapid gusts 
of 30 to 35 miles an hour. The dirt track 
had dried out some, but the turf course 
was judged soft for the International, 
the seventh race on the card. 

With High Gun out, a plurality of the 
20.562 spectators who were betting liked 
Banassa, whose previous races in France 
had stamped her as an extremely fast- 
closing horse, and they backed her down 
to 26 to 10. Fisherman was perhaps a 
sentimental second choice at 33 to 10, and 
third in favor, at 48 to 10, was Brush 
Burn. Landau was the outsider at a 
little more than 14 to 1. 


The walk-up start in the middle of the 
backstretch was as good as one could 
expect, and Willie Snaith, the Queen’s 
jockey, hustled Landau to a quick lead. 
A shade behind him were Norman and 
Fisherman, running together, and_ the 
others were bunched not far behind. This 
order held through the backstretch and 
into the turn, where Eddie Arcaro, taking 
his first ride on Fisherman, swung a little 
wide, passed Norman, and moved up to the 
leader. Fisherman, running under a tight 
hold and bucking a strong wind, nosed 
ahead of Landau as they crossed the fin- 
ish the first time, but Landau got in front 
again on the paddock turn. Norman still 
was third, less than 2 lengths back. and 
another length behind him was Brush 
Burn. which had a narrow margin over 
King of the Tudors and Banassa. 

Arcaro let out a notch going into the 
backstretch, and Fisherman moved up to 
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Landau. which still was on the rail, ran 
with him a few strides. then pulled a little 
ahead. On the last turn Fisherman put 
daylight between himself and Landau. 
which was beginning to show signs of 
giving up. As Landau began to drop back 
along the inner hedge, Banassa_ started 
picking up speed. She cut the last corner 
sharp, but Landau, still hugging the in- 
side, was in her way. With Arcaro inching 
away. Banassa had to pull up, go outside 
of Landau, then cut back in for the final 
challenge. 

By then Arcaro was 3 lengths to the 
good, but little Claude Lalanne was get- 
ting more and more speed from Banassa, 
and the issue was in no way resolved. In 
a flash Fisherman’s lead had been cut to 
nothing, and the 2 charged down the 
stretch noses apart. Several times _ it 
seemed that Banassa had gained an advan- 
tage, but each time Arcaro got a little 
more from his colt. At the finish Fisher- 


: 


man had a *4-length advantage. Another 
3% lengths back was Brush Burn. Landau 
finished last, soundly beaten by nearly 
20 lengths. 

The time, 2:474+5. was the slowest of the 
3 Internationals—Wilwyn’s time in 1952 
was 2:30+5, and Worden’s last year was 
2:36 on a very soft track. This can be 
accounted for partly by the strong head 
wind which the horses had to buck during 
both trips through the stretch. Then there 
was the soft track, although no one could 
say whether it was softer this year than 
last, when it had been soaked by early 
snows. 

The race, of course, provided the first 
victory for an American-bred horse. The 
closest a local horse had been before was 
Ruhe’s second in the 1952 inaugural. 

The race got out the smallest crowd to 
see an International. but here again the 
weather probably was responsible. Last 
year there were 10,000 more persons at 


the race track, and they bet a_ record 
$254,728 on the International, nearly 
$52.000 more than the $203,107 that the 
crowd bet on this year’s race. 

Although the attendance and_ betting 
lagged behind what Laurel’s John D. 
Schapiro would have liked, he can take 
pride in a race which draws wide atten- 
tion throughout the country and_particu- 
larly in the Washington and Baltimore 
areas. It costs Laurel upwards of $175,- 
000 to stage this race—-including transpor- 
tation and expenses for men and horses— 
but in 3 years the International has _ be- 
come one of U. S. racing’s most exciting 
events, behind the Kentucky Derby and 
maybe the Preakness and Belmont Stakes. 

Incidentally, it is Schapiro, vice presi- 
dent Joseph T. Cascarella, and publicist 
William Jaeger who determine which 
horses will be invited from abroad, and 
consideration is given not only to past per- 
formances but to availability.

Hill Gail Going to Ireland 


Calumet Farm last week sold Hill Gail. 
one of the highest-class sons of Bull Lea. 
to Joseph McGrath, of Dublin. for an an- 
nounced price of $150,000. Plans are 
being made to ship the horse later this 
month to the Brownstown Stud in Ireland. 
where he will begin stud service next 
year. Final arrangements for the transfer 
were made through Tim Vivors and John 
Alexander, who came from Ireland and 
were in Lexington at the time of the fall 
sales at Keeneland. 


Earlier in the year Mrs. Gene Markey. 
owner of Calumet Farm, had agreed to 
sell Hill Gail to an English buyer. but 
the sale was canceled because of failure 
to obtain permission to send the money 
out of England. Inquiries were received 
from Italy just before the negotiations 
with McGrath were being concluded 


Hill Gail, next to Whirlaway. is prob- 
ably the best American-raced horse of the 
current century which has been sold for 
stud duty in another country. An excel- 
lent 2-year-old, winner of the Arlington 
Park Futurity, he was the most brilliant 
3-year-old of 1952 until an injury inter- 
rupted his training immediately after his 
Kentucky Derby victory. Before his easy 
triumph in the Derby at Churchill Downs 
he had won the San Vicente Stakes and 


Santa Anita Derby, equaled a track rec- 
ord in winning the Phoenix Handicap at 
Keeneland, and set a new track record 
in winning the one-mile Derby Trial. 

The injury received in the Kentucky 
Derby resulted in an osselet and applica- 
tion of the firing iron. Hill Gail was re- 
turned to training late in the year and 
showed occasional flashes of speed, but in 
his later racing never approached his best 
form. He ran 9 times in California early 
this year without winning, and in the 
summer was returned to Calumet Farm. 
His total earnings were $335,625. 

Hill Gail. a dark bay, foaled in 1949, 
is by Bull Lea out of the winner Jane 
Gail. by *Blenheim II. In the lower quar- 
ter of his pedigree he will introduce to 
English and Irish racing 2 of the Ameri- 
can streins which for a third of a cen- 
tury were barred by the “Jersey Act.” The 
second dam. Lady Higloss, was by Ladkin 
(by Fair Play) out of Hi Gloss, by High 
Time. 

Calumet Farm reported also that Prince 
Aly Khan. who was a guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Markey at the time his father’s 
broodmares were being sold at Keene- 
land, had tried to make a deal for Ponder, 
one of the best stayers the farm has bred. 
Failing in that, he bought. for the Aga 
Khan’s account, the 2-year-old filly Im- 
peria. by Bull Lea—Peppy Nell. by *Sir 
Gallahad HL out of Nellie Flag. by 
American Flag. and made arrangements 
to breed her next year to Ponder. Im- 
peria. winner of one race in 4 starts in 


California, will be returned to the farm 
soon. 

On the afternoon of November 1 at 
Keeneland another American mare was 
purchased for the account of the Aga 
Khan, through trainer Charles Whitting. 
ham, agent. who paid $5,000 for Joseph M. 
Roebling’s Bells of War, in foal to Double 
Jay. Bells of War is by War Relic (by 
Man War) out of Blue Peter's dam 
Carillon, by Case Ace—Sunfeathers, by 
*Sun Briar—Angry Plume, by Mad Hatter, 


White Skies to Be Syndicated 


John H. Clark. of Lexington. and W, 
M. Wickham. owner of White Skies. one 
of the best sprinters of recent years, were 
negotiating this week for the syndication 
of the 5-year-old horse. Details have not 
been worked out. but Clark said that White 
Skies. now being let down at Hialeah 
Park. would be in the stud for 1955. The 
son of Sun Again and Milk Dipper started 
in 35 races. won 20, placed in 10. and 
earned $241,025. 


Sub Fleet to Stallion Station 


Charles T. Fisher, owner of Dixiana, 
announced last week that the 5-year-old 
Sub Fleet. which ended his racing career 
this year. would be transferred to L. P. 
Doherty’s Stallion Station at Lexington to 
enter the stud in 1955, at a fee of $750 for 
a live foal. The horse will be syndicated, 
with Dixiana retaining an interest. 

A bay son of Count Fleet—Sub Rosa, by 
Balladier out of the top-class Mata Hari, 
Sub Fleet scored his principal victories 
in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes at 2, 
the Sheridan Handicap (mile in 1:34 under 
top weight of 123 pounds) at 3, and the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup (114 miles in 2:00%5, 
new track record) at 4. At 3 he was second 
in the Kentucky Derby and third in the 
Arlington Classic. His earnings were $237,- 
922. 

Sub Rosa. his dam. a sister to Spy Song, 
showed brilliant speed in training, but 
suffered a back injury which kept her 
from racing. Her first foal died without 
racing. The next 2 were the stakes winners 


Wondring and Sub Fleet. 


Sea Charger to U. S. 


One of the results of L. S. MacPhail’s 
extensive recent recruiting of bloodstock 
from English and Irish sources was the 
purchase of the 4-year-old Sea Charger.

Rac- 
ing under the colors of Martin F. Molony. 
he ran twice as a 2-year-old. finishing un- 
placed in his first start and winning the 
National Produce Stakes at the Curragh 
in October. 

In 1953 he was Ireland’s best 3-vear- 
old. winning the Irish Two Thousand Gui- 
neas and Irish St. Leger and finishing an 
unlucky second. after the disqualification 
of Premonition, in the Irish Derby. His 
one start in England was in the 114-mile 
Champion Stakes. in which he ran un- 
steadily at first. then moved up from 
last place to finish second to Nearula. He 
ran only once this year, unplaced in 
Aureole’s Coronation Cup at Epsom. 


On Irish and English form Sea Charger 
was reckoned the best stayer among the 
offspring of the very successful *Royal 
Charger. which formerly was owned by 
the Irish National Stud and now stands 
at Spendthrift Farm, Lexington.

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OBITUARY 


Andrew G. Blakely 


The day before he was to celebrate his 
87th birthday Andrew Godfrey Blakely 
died in his home at Los Angeles. A heart 
attack caused his death. on Tuesday. 
November 2. His contemporaries will 
remember him as one of the ablest trainers 
and one of the most successful yearling 
judges during the first half of the century. 
Andy Blakely was born November 3, 
1867, in the village of Ballymena. County 
Antrim, Ireland. He became known as a 
steeplechase rider, first in Ireland and 
England, later in the United States, where 
he also rode on the flat in the 1890's. 
Early in his career as a trainer he 
showed exceptional insight in the difficult 
business of selecting yearlings. In 1901 
he picked 14 yearlings for Pat Dunne, and 
12 of them won as 2-year-olds, the group 
including the stakes winners Early and 
Savable. The latter, purchased from J. B. 
Haggin’s consignment for $425, was sold 
for $25,000 early in his 2-year-old season 
and won the Futurity under the colors of 
John A. Drake. 

In 1906 Blakely bought for $500 a year- 
ling colt by *Mazagan—Flocarline trom 
the estate of Capt. S. S. Brown for the 
account of Bob Davis and Sam Emery. 
Under the name of Master Robert the 
colt became one of the best of his age, 
‘winning 13 races and $25,660, with Blake- 
ly training. Blakely got the California 
Oaks winner Mary Davis for $550. the 
Preakness winner Kalitan for $650, the 
Hopeful winner *Master Charlie for $1.- 
000, the Tijuana Derby winner Blanc 
Seing for $3,500, along with numerous 
other stakes winners bought at low prices. 
For about a quarter of a century Blake- 
ly trained horses owned by the well known 
bookmaker Tom Shaw, whose identity as 
an owner was known to officials but was 
not shown on the racing programs. At the 
Saratoga yearling sales in 1923 Blakely 
got *Master Charlie for Shaw's account 
for a bid of $1,000, after Phil T. Chinn, 
the consignor, had announced the colt as 
a cribber. Racing as the property of 
William Daniel, *Master Charlie won $95.- 
525 in his 2-year-old season, the only 
year he raced. In the Hopeful Stakes at 
Saratoga, with a soft track cushioning his 
touchy fore legs, he brought off a sizeable 
betting coup, starting at 25 to 1 and lead- 
ing all the way. 

Blakely was one of a succession of 
trainers who handled Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer’s Sun Beau during his rise to a new 
money-winning record. His last major 
assignments as a trainer were with the 
Longchamps Stable and Brookmeade 
Stable. 

Mr. Blakely is survived by Mrs. Blakely; 
a son, Andrew Jr.; and a daughter, Mrs. 
Isabelle Hassall, of Pasadena, Calif. 


Frederick W. Janson 


Frederick W. Janson. Chicago corpora- 
tion lawyer and owner of Knollwood Farm. 
Lexington. died in Chicago on November 6, 
at the age of 66. Funeral services were to be 
held on November 10 in Chicago. 

A native of Karlsruhe. Germany. Jan- 
son came to the United States from South 
America. He entered the Thoroughbred 
business in 1946 when he bought Knoll- 
wood, a 75-acre farm near Lexington. The 
farm had not been used for horses pre- 
viously. and Janson made many additions, 
including broodmare. yearling. and_ stal- 
lion barns and all new fencing. 

Most of the horses bred at Knollwood. 
which is managed by Frederick W. Janson 
Jr.. are sold as yearlings, although the 
ferm races a few fillies. Best Knollwood- 
bred horses to date are the stakes winners 
Pintor and Guy. 

Survivors, in addition to his son, in- 
clude his wife Gladys and a daughter, 
Virginia. 


Leon Mantascheff 


In the years immediately before World 
War I the biggest buyer at major Europ- 
ean bloodstock sales was a young Russian 
nemed Leon Mantascheff, whose fortune 
ceme from oil wells near Baku. He put 
together the biggest stable in Russia and 
afier the war raced mostly in France, 
where his best horses included Transvaal 
(Grand Prix de Paris), Bahadur (Prix 
du President de la Republique), and 
Gaurisankar. Jimmy Winkfield was one 
of his trainers. Mantascheff died in Paris 
a few days ago. a poor man. 


W.S. Anderson 


Prof. W. S. Anderson. who died at his 
home in Lexington last month at the age 
of 87. was associated for many years with 
the University of Kentucky, where he was 
one of the country’s very early teachers 
of the new science of gentics. The son 
of a Confederate cavalryman. he was 
always interested in light horses, and his 
studies in the inheritance of coat color. 
abnormalities in semen, and difficulties 
in breeding represented pioneer work in 
these fields. 


A CRISIS PASSED 


Summer Tan. leading 2-year-old money- 
winner of 1954, is recovering from the 
blood clot which last week threatened his 
life. On November 5 one of the veterinar- 
ians who is treating the horse said, “The 
horse has passed the crisis. Although he 


still has a long way to go. we feel he'll 
make it.” 


MARYLAND 


At a cost of $2,000.000, Pimlico has 
taken on a new look. Tradition, long a 
keynote at Old Hilltop. held out until the 
Cohen brothers and Lou Pondfield found 
that it was not conducive to customer 
comfort and fast-moving mutuel lines, 
Escalators, an elevator, improved and en- 
larged dining. seating and wagering fa- 
cilities. a terraced paddock area. and a 
glittering club house-grandstand consti- 
tute the major refurbishments. 


The past few years had been lean ones 
for the Christiana Stables. but the tide 
now may be changing for Mr. and Mrs, 
Harry Lunger. of Wilmington, Del. Think. 
ing Cap. racing in the yellow and purple 
of Christiana. scored the stable’s most 
notable success of the year in winning 
the $65,240 Pimlico Futurity on Novem- 
ber 6. Unfortunately, a family illness 
prevented Attorney Lunger and his wife 
from witnessing it. 

The $53.780 earned by Thinking Cap in 
his first stakes attempt was $34,955 more 
than Christiana had won all last year. 
For trainer Howard Young it was the big- 
gest win of his career. 

Young, who maintains a public stable, 
has been training for 18 years, the last 3 
with Christiana. Prior to the Futurity his 
best winnings were with Mrs. H. K. Hag- 
gertys Rampart. when that stout mare 
won the 1949 Absecon Island Handicap, 
and with River Divide Farm’s Mr. Joe 
Puck, when he took the Plymouth Rock 
Handicap in 1949. Young has 9 horses 
in his barn: 5 belong to Christiana. 

With Deug Dodson riding, Thinking Cap 
broke slowly and trailed his field for 
more than half of his 1;';-mile journey, 
then went around horses to close with a 
bold rush. He won by 21% lengths in 
1:4645 on a fast but quite dull track. 
Beaten in his last start by Cain Hoy Sta- 
ble’s Racing Fool, he got even with the 
Guggenheim barn by hanging one on 
Flying Fury. However, the Cain Hoy colt, 
which finished second as the even-money 
choice. had a very rough trip. but ran 
well once he had room. 

Thinking Cap now has won 3 of his 12 
starts. A bay son of Rosemont, from 
*Heliopolis’ daughter Camargo, which won 
the 1947 Delaware Oaks and the Molly 
Pitcher Handicap a year later. he is a 
very small and dainty colt. Young never 
has had a stick on him but it is doubtful 
that he’d go better than 14:1 right now. 

His trainer believes that he'll show well 
now that he’s getting longer races. Fox- 
catcher Farms’ Dick Handlen says that 
Thinking Cap more closely resembles his 
sire than any Rosemont he’s seen. The 
Bowie Endurance Gold Cup on November 
25 will be his next assignment. After 
that he'll be let down for the winter.

MYRTLE’S JET’S RACING RECORD

After her sudden rise to prominence through an 
easy victory in the Alcibiades Stakes Myrtle’s 
Jet was sent to Laurel for the Selima Stakes, 
traditionally one of the most important races in 
determining the ranking of 2-year-old fillies. She 
finished second, beaten three-quarters of a length 
by the odd-on High Voltage, which came from 
far back and overtook her in mid-stretch. 

The 2 met again at even weights in the Frizette 
Stakes. over the same distance as the Selima, and 
High Voltage again was odds-on, at 3 to 4, with 
Myrtle’s Jet second choice at $5.55 to $1. The 
daughter of Myrtle Charm again took the lead 
from the gate. and this time she held it all the 
way except for a moment on_ the backstretch 
when Olympia Lou had her head in front. Two 
lengths behind her on the sloppy track Hen Party, 
Sorceress, and High Voltage finished necks apart. 

For High Voltage and Sorceress the result was 
indecisive. The favorite recovered quickly after 
stumbling slightly at the start, but had to race 
wide on the first turn and was carried wide again 
by the tiring Olympia Lou at the turn into the 
stretch. She got up to second place, about 3 lengths 
behind the leader, then weakened slightly from 
her strenuous effort. Sorceress slipped and almost 
fell as the field went into the first turn; in the 
stretch she made up about half a dozen lengths, 
and she was going fastest of all at the end. 

Myrtle’s Jet in less than 3 weeks has established 
a claim for a place among the best 3 2-year-old 
fillies of the year. She won an allowance race at 
Belmont Park October 12, took the Alcibiades at 
Keeneland 4 days later, then was second in the 
Selima on October 23. She is the first foal of the 
top-class race mare Myrtle Charm, granddaughter of 
the noted runner and producer Myrtlewood, whose 
distinguished family has been a principal contri- 
butor to the success of Leslie Combs II’s Spend- 
thrift Farm. 

Fourth dam of both of Myrtle’s Jet’s parents was 
the stakes winner and great producer for which the 
Frizette Stakes was named. Pedigree and family 
notes were given in THE BrLoop-Horse of October 
23, page 923.

In many minds the Roamer Handicap at Jamaica 
was the race which would cinch Helioscope as the 
best 3-year-old colt still in action, pending the out- 
come of the Pimlico Special. The Helis colt, assigned 
129 pounds, was conceding 6 pounds to Chevation 
and 11 to Jet Action, next highest in the weights. 
The bettors made Helioscope an odds-on favorite 
over Chevation, Jet Action, and Paper Tiger, in 
that order. 

Jet Action set the pace to the stretch turn, 
where Helioscope moved up rapidly took 
command. The new leader held sway only briefly, 
however. for Jet Action rallied in the stretch, took 
the lead in the last furlong. and won by a half- 
length. Helioscope finished 24% lengths ahead of 
Artismo, which gained considerable ground in the 
stretch. The winner paid $15.90. 

Jet Action’s only other stakes victory this year 
was in the Withers Stakes on May 8 at Belmont 
Park.

Prince Noor was still a maiden the day the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes was run, and the 
bettors sent him off at odds slightly longer than 12 
to 1. Hal Price Headley’s heavily muscled Georgian, 
although his form had tailed off since he won the 
Washington Park Futurity on September 4, was 
the favorite at 23 to 10 over a modest field of 13 
starters. 

Cold Turkey was the pace-setter for a_half- 
mile. after which he gave away to Parador and 
faded from contention. Going into the stretch the 
leaders were Parador and Georgian, but Prince 
Noor, moving up from far back in the field, passed 
them in the last furlong and drew away to win 
by 34% lengths. Fleet Path, waiting for the stretch, 
made his move behind the winner and finished 
second. a neck in front of Parador. Georgian faded 
to sixth. The winner paid $26.40. 

After the race Allie Reuben, master of Hasty 
House Farm, said that Prince Noor probably would 
be among his best campaigners next year. He was 
a “good colt,” and if he hadn’t won before most 
of the blame could be put to “bad racing luck.” 

Prince Noor, whose light and rangy build suggests 
a preference for longer distances, was foaled at 
Mereworth Farm on April 27, 1952. In August of 
1953 he was taken under Mereworth’s “contract 
plan” by Hasty House. In 8 starts before the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, his best placing 
was a second to Dogoon in the George Woolf 
Memorial Stakes on August 7 at Washington Park. 

The dam, Miss Doreen, was by far the highest- 
class runner from the enduring stakes-winner 
Princess Doreen, which was bred by John E. 
Madden in 1921 and raced by the Audley Farm, 
of Berryville. Va. Princess Doreen was 21 when 
she produced Miss Doreen. All of Miss Doreen’s 
racing was done for the late Charles S. Howard. 
Mereworth bought her from Mrs. Howard in 
January, 1952, when she was carrying Prince 


Noor, her second foal. The mare has a weanling 
colt by Coaltown at Mereworth and is in foal 
again to *Noor. 

Prince Noor is the first stakes winner from the 
first crop of *Noor, which was moved recently from 
Kentucky to Lindsey C. Howard’s Binglin Stock 
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Farm, Moorpark, Calif., where he will stand the 
1955 season.

Most of the $50,655 earned by Fly Wheel in his 
first 2 years of racing came from second and 
third money he picked up by placing in stakes 
as a 3-year-old. In 1953 he was second in the 
Trenton Handicap (after disqualification of Land- 
locked) and Butler Handicap and third in the 
Gotham Stakes and Yankee and Saranac Handi- 
caps. This year he had attempted stakes competi- 
tion only once before the Quaker State, in which 
he had the second-lowest weight and was third 
choice, after Subahdar and Joe Jones. 

Sam Boulmetis kept Fly Wheel close behind the 
pace of Roman Rocket for a half-mile, then drove 
him into a 3-length lead, most of which he still 
had at the finish. Subahdar went outside horses 
on the turn and gained second place in the stretch, 
but was caught in the last instant by Impasse and 
Joe Jones. 

Fly Wheel is the sixth stakes winner of 1954 
sired by the now 21-year-old *Mahmoud. He is 
the first stakes winner produced by the stakes- 
winning Flyweight whose small size he inherited, 
and he represents a family which has produced good 
horses in the Whitney stud through 4 generations.

MICHIGAN 


As far as betting was concerned, 1954, 
was an “off? year at Michigan’s 2 thor- 
oughbred and 4 harness tracks. but horse 
racing showed that it was just as popular 
as ever with the people. according to 
figures compiled by racing commissioner 
James Inglis. : 

Mutuel play was down an average of 8 
per cent from 1953; but at the gate, the 
sport was not far from the record-breaking 
1953 season, despite a siege of the worst 
weather in years. 

The Detroit Race Course slipped below 
last year’s turnstile count of 658.181 with 
a total of 651,890, but Hazel Park nearly 
matched its 1953 figure of 693.837 with a 
57-day turnout of 692,111. 

Two of the harness tracks—Hazel Park 
and Wolverine Raceways—showed  sub- 
stantial gains largely because of added 
dates. Wolverine, with 3 more nights, drew 
32,000 more fans, while Hazel Park, with 
6 more night, picked up 25,000 during an 
unseasonably cold spring.

End of the Newmarket Season; 


My Smokey, Yorick, Minstrel 


Paris, NOVEMBER l 


At the time of the Houghton meeting, 
which provides the last of the season’s 
racing under Jockey Club rules at New- 
market, Maj.-Gen. Sir Randle Feilden, 
senior steward of the Jockey Club. made 
the following statement: 

“There are now about 10 or 12 empty 
stables at Newmarket. which bring in 
neither rates to the town nor revenue to 
the Jockey Club. The stewards felt, there- 
fore, that it would help the town if they 
relaxed the bookmaker-owner restriction 
in the hope of bringing more horses here. 
Other trainers. apart from those already 
settled in Newmarket. will be able to 
apply for permission to train here. Their 
applications will go through the normal 
channels.” 

Sir Randle also confirmed the Jockey 
Club policy of encouraging the redevelop- 
ment of Newmarket as a training center for 
jumping horses. 

Along with the Aga Khan’s retirement 
from the scene, insofar as training in 
England is concerned, the change of policy 
at Newmarket is another evidence of the 
crisis which threatens English racing. 


WEAK DEWHURST. The 7-furlong 
Dewhurst Stakes in 1952 was won by 
Pinza. which won the Derby in 1953, and 
the 1953 third was Never Say Die, the 
Derby winner this year. But English rac- 
ing journalists would offer to eat their 
hats if the 1955 Derby winner comes out 
of the field which ran in the Dewhurst 
Stakes on October 28. 

Three colts which gave 8 pounds to 
the other 6 runners were Noble Chieftain, 
Royal Palm, and Alexander. Noble Chief- 
tain (Nearco—Vellada. by Tourbillon) had 
won at Royal Ascot and had been un- 
placed in the Prix Morny and Middle 
Park Stakes. Royal Palm (*Royal Charg- 
er—Pasquinade, by Pasch), winner of the 
Woodcote Stakes. had finished fifth in the 
Middle Park. The Queen’s Alexander 
(Alycidon—Open Warfare, by Umidwar) 
had won the Duke of Edinburgh Stakes. 

Best of the 3 in the Dewhurst was 
Royal Palm, which finished third. The 
winner, My Smokey (Signal Light—Strath- 
more, by Turkhan), had won his first start, 
finished second in the New Stakes, a good 
second in the Boscawen Stakes, and a close 
third in the Solario Stakes. Second, beaten 
half a length, was the almost unknown 
Darubini (Dante—Dodoma, by Dastur), 
unplaced in his 2 previous starts, in April 
and October. Royal Palm was another 


three-quarters of a length back, with Alex- 
ander fourth, 2 lengths away. 


JOCKEY CLUB CUP. French horses 
won the 214-mile Jockey Club Cup in 5 
successive years. 1946 through 1950. In 
1951 the 4-year-old Fast Fox was second 
to the English 3-year-old Eastern Emperor, 
and in the next 2 years there were no 
runners from France. In this year’s running 
there were French-bred  3-vear-olds 
among the 8 starters. and they took first 
and second places. 

Baron Guy Rothschild’s Yorick 
(Sunny Boy—Lady Macbeth. by Telefe- 
rique) had been second in the Grand Prix 
de Paris and Prix Royal Oak. R. W. 
Sharples’ Woodcut (Fair Copy—Sita. by 
Sanguinetto). owned and trained in Eng- 
land. had beaten Elopement by 4 lengths 
in the Princess of Wales’s Stakes. receiving 
12 pounds from the second. and later had 
run badly in the St. Leger. 

Best of the English runners were the 
Goodwood Cup winner Blarney Stone. now 
in poor form. and the 3-year-olds Brilliant 
Green and Prescription, The filly Brilliant 
Green Niccolo dell’ Area—Faggot. by Bois 
Roussel). owned by James A. de Roths- 
child. had been unplaced in the Oaks. 
second in the Ribblesdale Stakes. winner 
of the Gordon Stakes. second to Bara 
Bibi in the Park Hill Stakes. and winner 
of the valuable Jockey Club Stakes. Lord 
Rosebery’s Prescription (Precipitation— 
Postscript. by Solario) had won the Gold 
Vase. finished second in the Goodwood 
Cup. third in the Doncaster Cup and 
Jockey Club Stakes. 

After a waiting race Yorick began his 
effort half a mile from home, beat Brilliant 
Green 400 yards out, and won by 4 lengths. 
Woodcut got up just in time to head the 
filly. Prescription, never dangerous, was 
fourth, 2 lengths farther back. The result 
suggests Yorick as the leading French 
contender for the 1955 Ascot Gold Cup. 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE. The  9-furlong 
Cambridgeshire Stakes went to a 66-to-1 
outsider, Lord Rosebery’s 3-year-old Min- 
strel. carrying 98 pounds. This colt and 
his Irish contemporary Marshal Ney (116) 
led the stand-side horses in the last quart- 
er-mile while 2 other 3-year-olds. the favor- 
ite Turk’s Blood (98) and Queen’s Beeches 
(108), were in front on the far side. In 
a rousing contest Minstrel won by a neck 
from Queen’s Beeches. with Marshal Ney 
third, another neck back and a half length 
in front of Turk’s Blood, fourth in the 
field of 36 runners. 


Minstrel (Tudor Minstrel—Mermaid, by 
Blue Peter) was considered a good 2-year. 
old prospect when he made his debut in 
the New Stakes at Ascot, in which he was 
unplaced to Never Say Die. Continuing to 
race in good company, he had only one 
victory before the Cambridgeshire. This 
was in his first start at 3, the Britannia 
Stakes, in which he was handicapped at 
113 pounds. 

The winner has classic breeding. Tudor 
Minstrel won the 1947 Two Thousand 
Guineas, and Mermaid, the dam, was third 
to *Imprudence in the 1947 Oaks, Min. 
strel’s trainer. Jack Jarvis, won the Cam. 
bridgeshire on Hackler’s Pride in 1903, 
when he was an apprentice. Minstrel’s 
rider was a 19-year-old apprentice, C. Gas. 
ton. son of a Glasgow docker. It was Lord 
Roseberry’s first Cambridgeshire win. 


Winter Favorites Stakes 


The Preis des Winterfavoriten, Ger- 
many’s leading test for 2-year-olds, run 
at Cologne over a distance of 1,600 meters 
(a mile), resulted in a half-length victory 
for the Roesler Stud’s Macbeth, with 
Koenig Ottokar second and the filly Sche- 
herezade third in the field of 8 runners. 
Macbeth is a bay colt by Nuvolari out of 
Maske. by Jaspis (by Laland—Jane Pier- 
ney) out of Makrina, hy Alchimist, third 
dam Makrone, by Graf Ferry. Makrone is 
dam of the prominent 3-year-old filly 
Makra and second dam of Mangon, winner 
of the Derby. Grosser Preis von Baden 
Baden, etc. 

Nuvolari, a full brother to *Nordlicht 
(Oleander—Nereide, by Laland) is also 
sire of the international winner Stani and 
of the leading 3-year-old filly Imola, win- 
ner of the Grosser Stuten-Preis over 
Makra and the Preis der Diane winner 
Wildbahn. Imola’s dam is Juliane, by 
*Athanasius out of the Henckel-Rennen 
and Austria Preis winner Iniga Isolani.

MELBOURNE 

Little Prince Delville won the Australian Jockey 
Ciub Derby so convincingly a few weeks ago at 
Randwick that he was a hot favorite for the V. R. 
C. Derby on October 30, opening day of the Mel- 
bourne Cup carnival at Flemington. Last year 
Prince Morvi had won the Derby double, but the 
fate of Prince Delville was like that of *Deep 
River I], which failed badly at Flemington after 
an impressive victory at Randwick.

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that appreciation of their modest values 
was on the wane. 


Averages were down in all categories. 
including that of yearlings. This was 
not a result of any aversion on the part 
of buyers to paying high prices for what 
they considered good stock. but was owing 
to their disinclination to compete for the 
lower-ranked offerings with as much en- 
thusiasm as they have shown in recent 
years. Both the yearling auctions and 
the mixed sales included some high 
prices; both included an abnormal num- 
ber of prices in the very low ranges. 


In the mixed sales which ran from 
Monday afternoon, November 1, through 
Wednesday afternoon, November 3. a 
total of 398 head were sold for $1.371.300. 
average $3.445. The average was $1.417, 
or 29.1 per cent below the mean for the 


1953 sale. 


The bulk of the sale, as usual, was 
made up of broodmares. 285 for an aver- 
age of $4,326. as compared with an aver- 
age of $6,254 last year. Of the $1.233.000 
spent for broodmares. $539,100 was ac- 
counted for by the sale of 20 mares flown 
from Ireland and sold by the Aga Khan. 


The remaining 265 mares brought $693.- . 


900, average $2.618. Last year the 34 
mares dispersed by Hal Price Headley 
in the fall sales at Keeneland brought 
$672,400, but even with these excluded 


the average for the sale of broodmares 
was $3.311. 

At the end of the auctions was a sup- 
plementary sale of the horses owned by 
the estate of Torrance C. Melrose. The 
mares and other horses in the Melrose 
estate are included in the totals in the 
accompanying tabulation, except that the 
one yearling is put among the miscellan- 
eous “others.” and is not included as a 
part of the yearling sales concluded the 
week before. 


Summaries of the first 3 sessions of 
the mixed sales were given in THE BLoop- 
Horse last week. The last 2 sessions. 
those of Tuesday night and Wednesday 
afternoon, are given here.

At 2 he won the George 
Woolf Memorial beating horses like Red Charger, A Gleam, 
Eternal Moon, etc. He placed in the Babylon, Cowdin, Prim- 
er, and in the Anticipation Purse prior to the Belmont Fu- 
turity finished third by a neck to Tom Fool, with Hill Gail 
first. He won the Steger Handicap at 4 and also the Edward 
J. Fleming Memorial H., finished third in a brilliant running 
of the Myrtlewood Handicap (necks separated the first three 
in a race run in 1:09%%), etc.
